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INTRODUCTION 

It  is  today  regarded  as  axiomatic  that  visually  handicapped  citizens  are  as  much 
entitled  to  library  services  as  any  other  section  of  the  community.  In  Grahamstown, 
in  1919,  Miss  Josie  Wood  started  such  a service  from  her  own  home  with  100  braille 
volumes  and  between  20  and  30  readers.  On  the  foundations  of  her  devoted  service  to 
the  blind  for  more  than  40  years,  the  South  African  Library  for  the  Blind  grew  into  an 
institution  that  is  now  recognised  as  one  of  South  Africa’s  three  national  libraries. 

Its  free  service  reaches  readers  throughout  the  Republic  by  post  or  through  their 
local  public  libraries,  and  libraries  and  individuals  in  neighbouring  countries  are  assisted. 
As  a national  bibliographic  centre,  it  acts  as  a clearing  house  for  inter-library  loans  in 
respect  of  literature  for  the  visually  handicapped,  often  employing  its  contacts  with 
overseas  agencies  for  the  blind  to  assist  readers  in  search  of  essential  study  material. 

The  titles  of  the  books  on  its  shelves  are  among  those  to  be  found  in  any  good  public 
library  collection,  but  the  books  themselves  are  either  in  embossed  type  for  finger- 
reading  or  recorded  on  tape  for  listening.  Because  of  these  special  media  the  library’s 
expenses  are  far  higher  than  those  of  equivalent  libraries  for  the  sighted. 

The  department  of  National  Education  provides  the  South  African  Library  for  the 
Blind  with  a grant  to  cover  basic  administrative  expenses,  but  the  library  relies  heavily 
on  the  generous  contributions  of  individual  friends,  on  legacies,  on  donations  from 
local  authorities  and  organisations,  and  on  the  efforts  of  voluntary  service  organisations, 
to  maintain  an  adequate  rate  of  expansion  of  the  book  stock  and  other  services.

ANNUAL  REPORT 
1st  April,  1977  - 31st  March,  1978 

GENERAL 

Contrary  to  expectation  in  these  days  of  financial  difficulty,  the  Library  did  not  end 
the  year  in  the  red.  The  Department  of  National  Education  was  reluctantly  forced  by 
circumstances  to  reduce  the  basic  grant,  but  this  loss  was  more  than  balanced  by  the 
increased  amounts  received  by  way  of  donations  from  individuals  and  societies,  grants 
from  local  authorities  and  street  collections  organised  for  the  Library  by  service 
organisations  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  blind.  Once  again,  very  valuable  contrib- 
tions  were  made  by  the  many  kind  people  who  made  donations  in  memory  of  deceased 
friends.  The  bequests  received  are  under  the  scrupulous  care  of  the  trustees  of  the 
Josie  Wood  Trust  Fund,  so  that  this  service  to  the  blind  will  continue  to  benefit  for 
many  years  to  come. 

Satisfactory  progress  has  thus  been  made  possible.  A total  of  over  1700  blind  readers 
were  served  with  tape,  braille  and  moon  books.  Circulation  (i.e.  books  issued)  has  in- 
creased and  a goodly  number  of  new  titles  has  been  added  to  the  bookstock  by  way  of 
purchase,  by  our  voluntary  transcribers  and  through  the  generous  co-operation  of 
Worcester  School  for  the  Blind,  Tape  Aids  and  Braille  Services.  We  are  rather  proud  of 
our  catalogue  “English  Books  in  Braille”,  published  in  two  volumes  of  inkprint  and 
eight  volumes  of  braille  at  a total  cost  of  over  R7000  - the  annotations  are  proving  of 
great  value  to  readers  in  choosing  the  books  they  want  to  read.  Requests  from  students 
receive  special  attention  and  everything  possible  is  done  to  help  them  either  from  local 
resources  or  by  calling  on  the  help  of  friendly  overseas  institutions. 

The  growing  importance  of  international  co-operation  by  Library  Services  for  the 
Blind  led  Mr  F.  K.  Cylke,  chief  of  the  Division  for  the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped 
of  the  Library  of  Congress,  Washington  D.  C.,  to  take  the  initiative.  He  approached 
IFLA  (The  International  Federation  of  Library  Associations  and  Institutions)  who  were 
then  organising  a gigantic  congress  of  librarians  to  meet  in  Brussels  in  the  first  week  of 
September,  1977.  Accordingly,  IFLA  arranged  special  meetings  for  Libraries  for  the 
Blind  within  the  framework  of  its  organisation  and  invitations  to  attend  were  sent  out. 
The  Council  of  the  S.  A.  Library  for  the  Blind  decided  to  send  its  Director  to  this 
important  meeting,  and  the  trustees  of  the  Josie  Wood  Trust  Fund  made  a grant,  out  of 
interest  on  investments,  to  cover  the  expense. 

It  was  a most  enriching  experience  for  the  director  to  meet  with  some  2000  librarians 
from  all  over  the  world  in  the  general  meetings.  At  the  section  meetings,  wide-ranging 
discussions  followed  on  the  formal  papers  presented  by  Mr  Cylke  on  “International 
Co-Operation  of  Libraries  for  the  Blind”  and  Ms.  Heleen  Rosskopf,  of  Amsterdam,  on 
“Library  Services  to  Blind  Students.”  When  time  ran  out  for  these  meetings,  a “round 
table”  was  organised  of  librarians  for  the  blind,  with  Mr  Cylke  as  convenor.  23  delegates 
from  13  countries  took  part,  and  the  primary  task  of  identifying  problems  was 
completed.  A working  group  was  formed  to  investigate  and  report  on  the  following 
main  areas  : 1.  Copyright  2.  Bibliographic  Control  3.  Postal  and  Customs  regula- 
tions 4.  Format  5.  Library  identification  6.  International  and  national  liaison 
7.  Research  and  development.  This  working  group  has  now  been  officially  recognised 
by  the  IFLA  executive  and  the  groundwork  is  being  done  for  the  eventual  construction 
of  a system  which  will  tremendously  benefit  blind  people,  especially  students,  by  making 
international  exchange  of  materials  among  Libraries  for  the  Blind  an  easy  process. 

The  road  ahead  is  a long  one,  since  many  even  highly  developed  countries  have  not  yet 
begun  to  construct  the  most  basic  requirement  of  all,  namely,  a National  Union  Catalogue 
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such  as  the  one  which  S.  A.  Library  for  the  Blind  has  been  actively  building  up  since 
1969  with  the  splendid  co-operation  of  Tape-Aids,  Worcester  School  and  Braille  Services. 
The  hope  for  the  future  solution  of  the  shortcomings  and  gaps  in  Library  Services  for  the 
Blind,  lies  in  such  co-operation  at  both  national  and  international  levels. 

The  Annual  Meeting  took  place  in  November,  1977,  with  the  Hon.  Mr.  Justice  Kanne- 
meyer,  chairman  of  the  Library  Council,  in  the  chair.  After  refreshments  had  been  served 
by  the  Library  Staff,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order.  The  director  presented  a brief 
report  on  the  current  state  of  the  library  and  the  Guest  Speaker,  Dr.  J.  T.  van  Wyk, 
Secretary  of  the  Department  of  National  Education,  delivered  a most  interesting  address 
on  the  development  of  services  to  the  blind  citizens  of  South  Africa  from  the  very  early 
beginnings  at  Worcester.  Appropriately  to  the  occasion,  he  concentrated  on  the  provision 
of  literature  for  the  blind,  and  concluded  by  sketching  out  what  should  be  done  in  future 
to  improve  existing  services.  The  meeting  ended  after  Mr  W.  J.  Olckers  had  thanked  the 
speaker.  In  the  evening,  the  Mayor  of  Grahamstown,  Cr.  G.  van  N.  Fourie  entertained 
Dr.  van  Wyk  at  an  intimate  party.  The  visit  of  Dr.  van  Wyk  was  much  appreciated  as  it 
could  not  have  been  easy  for  him  to  arrange  in  the  midst  of  his  already  very  full  pro- 
gramme. In  addition  he  provided  an  opportunity  to  hold  on  the  spot  discussions  of  the 
Library’s  acute  accommodation  problem. 

To  function  smoothly,  the  Library  needs  the  interest , goodwill  and  co-operation  of 
many  people. 

The  courtesy  and  helpfulness  of  the  officials  of  the  Postal  Services  and  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  National  Education  are  much  appreciated.  Grateful  acknowledgements  are 
made  to  the  Standard  Bank,  Barclays  Bank,  E.  P.  Building  Society,  Grahamstown 
Building  Society,  Grocott’s,  the  School  for  the  Blind,  Worcester,  Braille  Services,  Tape 
Aids  for  the  Blind,  British  Talking  Book  Services,  the  Royal  National  Institute  for  the 
Blind,  Jewish  Braille  Institute  of  America,  Recordings  for  the  Blind  Inc.,  Amsterdam 
Blindenbibliotheek,  Deutsche  Blindenbucherei  and  Perkins  School  for  the  Blind,  Boston. 
Much  help  in  introducing  new  readers  and  dealing  with  local  problems  is  received  from 
Public  Libraries,  the  S.  A.  National  Council  for  the  Blind  and  many  of  its  affiliated 
societies,  St.  Dunstan’s,  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  Cape  Town’s  Lighthouse  Club, 
various  Societies  for  the  Blind  and  Mr  and  Mrs  C.  Porter  of  Pietermaritzburg.  Rhodes 
University  Library,  the  State  Library  and  the  Grahamstown  Public  and  Regional  Libraries 
are  all  specially  helpful  to  us. 


STAFF  NEWS 

Miss  D.  J.  Basson,  who  was  in  charge  of  the  Transcription  Department  since  March, 
1974,  accepted  a post  in  Port  Elizabeth  at  the  end  of  November,  1977.  Mrs  L.  P.  Wilmot 
was  transferred  to  this  Department,  while  still  retaining  some  of  her  duties  in  the  Biblio- 
graphic Department.  Mrs  J.  Bunyard  was  appointed  to  the  full-time  post  of  librarian 
which  was  thus  left  vacant.  Mrs  L.  Taljaard  left  at  the  end  of  1977  as  her  husband 
accepted  a teaching  post  elsewhere.  Mrs  M.  Killian  was  appointed  in  her  place.  We  are 
grateful  to  the  ladies  who  have  left,  for  the  conscientious  and  efficient  way  in  which 
they  performed  their  duties. 

We  are  very  happy  to  report  that  Mrs  D.  Levey,  who  was  forced  to  take  seven  weeks’ 
sick  leave,  is  back  with  us  at  the  head  of  the  Tape  Department.  She  has  made  a remark- 
able recovery  and  is  her  cheerful,  courteous,  efficient  self  once  more. 

TAPE  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  continues  to  show  steady  progress.  The  number  of  readers  served, 
the  circulation  and  the  number  of  titles  held  on  recorded  cassettes  have  all  increased’. 
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We  are  particularly  pleased  that  the  number  of  titles  in  Afrikaans  is  growing  quite 
satisfactorily,  and  for  this  we  must  thank  the  School  for  the  Blind,  Worcester  and  Tape 
Aids  for  the  Blind.  These  two  institutions  have  also  helped  by  supplying  some  titles  in 
English  which  we  wanted  but  could  not  get  from  our  usual  source  of  supply,  British 
Talking  Book  Services. 

Despite  the  increase  in  readers,  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  supply  of  Mark  IV 
reading  machines  is  sufficient  to  avoid  that  ancient  evil,  “the  waiting  list”.  The  needs  of 
all  new  applicants  can  be  promptly  met.  The  friends  who  have  donated -machines  or 
made  donations  to  buy  machines,  contributed  largely  to  the  present  happy  situation. 
The  Victoria  League  of  Rondebosch  deserves  special  mention.  Some  years  ago  they 
started  a project  to  provide  100  reading  machines  for  the  Library,  and  in  early  March, 
1978,  achieved  what  seemed  at  the  outset  an  almost  unattainable  goal.  They  are  planning 
a celebratory  party  in  May,  1978,  which  Prof.  Resting,  one  of  our  Council  members, 
hopes  to  attend  on  behalf  of  the  Library.  Just  before  going  to  press,  we  received  a 
further  donation,  in  the  Secretary’s  words  : “to  start  on  our  second  100”.  The  Lions 
Club  of  Milnerton  also  made  a fine  contribution  this  year. 

Through  the  good  offices  of  the  occupational  therapist  concerned,  the  Library  has 
for  many  years  supplied  braille  books  to  blind  patients  at  Baragwanath  Hospital,  but 
the  plight  of  visually  handicapped  hospital  patients  generally  has  long  been  a source  of 
worry. 

Tape  books  could  do  much  to  help,  but  the  intricacies  of  hospital  organisation  and 
the  heavy  work -load  imposed  upon  all  hospital  staff,  makes  it  imperative  that  a local 
third  party  should  undertake  the  handling  of  the  books.  In  a few  cases,  personal  friends 
or  relatives  are  able  to  help.  This  past  year,  a hole  was  made  in  the  dyke  on  the  initiative 
of  the  City  Librarian  of  East  London.  With  a small  stock  of  reading  machines,  head- 
phones (an  absolute  essential)and  cassettes  from  this  Library , the  “Shut-in  Service”  of  the 
East  London  City  Library  provided  27  visually  handicapped  patients  with  books  on 
tape  during  their  stay  in  Frere  Hospital.  We  were  also  pleased  to  have  been  able  to  help 
a patient  at  the  Military  Hospital,  Voortrekkerhoogte,  through  the  agency  of  the  occupa- 
tional therapist  there. 

In  the  statistics  given  below,  the  “special”  or  student  tapes  have  been  excluded,  since 
they  are  not  for  general  circulation.  They  are  single  copies  and  the  quality  is  not  always 
good,  though  they  are  useful  for  students  and  others  seeking  specific  information.  These 
titles  have  been  acquired  on  request  and  are  kept  available  for  other  special  requests 
which  may  arise .

An  examination  of  the  above  indicates  that  the  average  cassette  is  sent  out  3 times 
per  year  (more  popular  ones  more  frequently,  less  popular  ones  less  frequently).  As 
some  titles  have  been  in  circulation  nearly  10  years,  much  re-copying  has  to  be  done  by 
the  Technical  Department  in  addition  to  the  normal  servicing  and  repairs  necessary  for 
both  reading  machines  and  cassettes.  The  Library  is  therefore  extremely  grateful  to  Mr 
C.  Oosterberg  of  Cape  Town,  Mr  Tony  Cass  of  East  London  and  MrG.  Levey  of  Pretoria 
who  have  voluntarily  undertaken  repairs  for  local  readers,  after  acquainting  themselves 
with  the  technical  peculiarities  of  the  special  machines  used.  They  help  not  only  by 
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relieving  the  pressure  on  the  Technical  Department  but  also  by  lessening  the  waiting 
period  for  readers  whose  machines  give  trouble.  Though  every  machine  received  by  the 
Library  receives  immediate  attention,  transmission  by  post  is  necessarily  time-comsuming. 


BRAILLE  AND  MOON  DEPARTMENT 

For  the  third  successive  year,  the  number  of  Braille  readers  served  has  increased.  The 
noteworthy  increase  in  the  number  of  Bantu  readers  has  continued  unabated  and  there 
is  no  doubt  that  the  various  schools  for  the  Bantu  blind  are  responsible  for  this.  Many 
of  these  schools  keep  contact  with  their  ex-pupils,  encouraging  them  to  read  and  continue 
to  educate  themselves  on  the  foundations  already  laid.  The  Library  continues  to  serve 
Rhodesians,  both  black  and  white,  St.  Joseph’  School,  Swaziland,  and  the  Botswana 
Rehabilitation  Centre,  with  braille  books.  Patients  at  Baragwanath  Hospital  continue  to 
benefit  through  the  agency  of  the  Occupational  Therapy  Department  there,  which  is 
served  by  the  Library  on  the  “block-loan”  system. 

It  will  be  noted  that  somewhat  fewer  new  books  have  been  acquired  than  last  year. 
The  cancellation  of  the  regular  mailship  service  to  England  is  largely  responsible,  since 
surface  mail  deliveries  have  become  very  slow.  There  are  many  books  on  order  which 
have  not  been  delivered  within  the  financial  year.  Lack  of  space  has  forced  a more  rigid 
combing  of  the  collection  with  the  result  that  690  volumes  were  removed  from  the 
shelves.  These  comprise  worn  books  and  many  3rd  and  4th  copies  of  books  no  longer 
needed  on  such  a scale.  The  usable  books  among  the  latter  have  been  offered  to  various 
schools  on  a first  come,  first  served  basis,  and  the  response  has  been  good.  A fair  number 
have  been  set  aside  for  re-brailling  as  and  when  the  opportunity  arises. 

These  factors  combined  have  resulted  in  a below-  average  rise  in  the  total  stock 
compared  with  the  total  on  31 . 3.  77,  but  the  collection  as  a whole  is  rather  more  up-to- 
date.  In  the  coming  year,  the  accretion  of  stock  should  return  to  normal,  although  space 
for  shelving  is  a real  problem.

The  circulation  of  braille  has  increased  in  keeping  with  the  increased  number  of 
readers  served,  but  the  circulation  of  braille  magazines  has  more  than  doubled.  This  is 
due  in  part  to  the  list,  “Magazines  available  in  braille”,  that  was  produced  last  year. 
Many  readers  became  aware  for  the  first  time  of  the  full  range  of  magazines  available  at 
the  Library , and  promptly  began  to  make  better  use  of  them. 

The  total  number  of  Moon  readers  has  decreased.  Since  the  Dorothy  Duncan  Centre  at 
Salisbury  has  established  a Moon  library  of  its  own,  Rhodesian  readers  have  naturally 
found  it  more  convenient  and  speedier  to  be  served  on  the  spot.  Though  there  are  at 
present  quite  a number  of  learners,  there  is  a sad  lack  of  people  prepared  to  help  visually 
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handicapped  friends  to  acquire,  by  means  of  the  lessons  supplied  by  the  library,  this 
most  desirable  stand-by  method  of  reading.  Loss  of  hearing  is  a not  uncommon 
occurence  as  we  grow  older,  and  every  year  there  are  a few  visually  handicapped  friends 
who  are  forced  to  give  up  audio-reading  by  means  of  tape,  and  this  is  where  Moon  type 
can  help  for  those  who  have  lost  the  sensitivity  of  touch  so  very  necessary  to  braille 
reading.  It  is,  of  course,  better  to  leam  a tactile  reading  method  before  any  possible 
deterioration  of  hearing  sets  in. 

BIBLIOGRAPHIC  DEPARTMENT 

After  giving  sterling  service  since  1969,  the  Flexowriter  began  to  give  trouble  and, 
as  the  manufacturers  could  no  longer  supply  spares  or  service,  the  Library  was  forced 
either  to  buy  a new  word-  processing  machine  or  face  the  prospect  of  a renewed  backlog 
in  the  cataloguing  processes.  The  Olivetti  TES  machine  purchased  is  quieter,  faster  in 
operation  and  space-saving  because  it  uses  a disc-memory  instead  of  perforated  tape. 
Part  II  (Fiction)  of  the  catalogue  of  braille  books  in  English  was  completed  to  May, 
1977,  so  that  both  parts  of  the  complete  catalogue  could  be  printed  in  ink  print  and 
braille  for  distribution  to  our  readers,  who  have  expressed  appreciation  for  the  greater 
convenience  with  which  books  can  be  chosen.  An  accessions  list  to  August,  1977,  was 
produced  as  a supplement  to  this  catalogue.  Further  work  completed  in  the  year  in- 
cluded new  accessions  lists:  braille  books  in  Afrikaans  to  October,  1977;  Mark  IV 
cassettes  in  English  to  February,  1978;  Mark  IV  cassettes  in  Afrikaans  to  March,  1978; 
Moon  Grades  I and  II  to  February,  1978.  Stock-taking  was  also  completed  of  Afrikaans 
braille  grade  II  books,  English  braille  grade  I books  and  all  Mark  IV  cassettes. 

Realising  the  great  difficulties  faced  by  students,  the  staff  makes  special  efforts  to 
obtain  needed  material  requested  by  them.  The  catalogues  of  overseas  libraries  for  the 
blind  with  which  the  Library  has  connections,  are  very  useful  in  these  searches,  and  the 
help  we  received  from  them  by  way  of  loans  or  otherwise  is  much  appreciated. 

Special  mention  must  be  made  of  the  consistent  kindness  and  courtesy  of  the 
Students’  Library  (Braille)  and  the  Student’s  Tape  Library  of  the  R.N.IiL;  the  National 
Library  for  the  Blind,  London;  the  Division  for  the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped  of 
the  Library  of  Congress,  Washington  D.C.,  and  the  Jewish  Braille  Institute  of  America. 

An  essential  tool  for  finding  material  within  South  Africa  is  the  National  Union 
Catalogue  which  the  Library  is  building  up  with  the  voluntary  co-operation  of  the  School 
for  the  Blind,  Worcester,  Tape  Aids  for  the  Blind,  Durban,  and  Braille  Services,  Johannes- 
burg. The  production  staff  of  the  last-named  was  under  such  tremendous  pressure  that 
no  time  could  be  found  to  prepare  information  cards  on  old  titles  of  which  masters 
were  held.  One  of  our  librarians,  Mrs  T.  Davies,  therefore  spent  a very  busy  week  there 
to  write  these  up.  Our  Union  Catalogue  is  unique  in  that  it  carries  information  not  only 
on  shelf  copies  held  by  the  South  African  instituions,  but  also  on  braille  and  tape  masters 
from  which  copies  can  be  made  fairly  quickly  and  cheaply.  This  whole  card  catalogue 
now  holds  information  on  more  than  20  000  items  of  reading  material  for  the  blind. 

During  the  year,  the  University  of  South  Africa  gave  the  Library  a large  number  of 
open  reel  tapes  (masters)  which  they  no  longer  required,  but  which  they  thought  might 
be  of  use  to  students.  Three  of  these  titles  were  indeed  urgently  required  and  Mark  IV 
copies  were  sent  out.  Work  has  started  on  tracing  the  bibliographic  details  necessary 
for  the  100-plus  titles  involved,  and  it  is  hoped  to  produce  a catalogue  of  “special” 
tape-books  for  the  use  of  students,  prospective  students  and  anyone  else  interested  in 
specialised  reading.  These  student  tapes  will  not,  as  braille  special  subject  books  are, 
be  included  in  the  general  catalogues  as  they  are  not  suitable  for  general  circulation, 
being  for  the  most  part  “one-of”  productions  by  volunteers  not  working  in  proper 
studios. 
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BRAILLE  TRANSCRIPTION  DEPARTMENT 

We  are  proud  to  announce  yet  another  production  record  of  228  volumes  by  our  team 
of  voluntary  transcribers.  The  proof-readers  (Mrs  U.  Bruce,  Mrs  A.  Manton,  Mrs  J.  Wahl, 
Mrs  C.  Davison,  Mrs  J.  Reid,  Mrs  J.  Jaques)  were  under  great  pressure  to  keep  up,  and 
when  Mrs  Bruce  went  overseas  for  an  extended  visit,  Mrs  B.  Fish  and  Mrs  S.  Dent  very 
gallantly  answered  the  call  for  help,  despite  their  teaching  duties.  If  it  is  borne  in  mind 
that  most  of  these  ladies  also  do  transcription  work,  it  will  be  realised  what  a full  time- 
table they  have. 

The  value  of  this  work  cannot  be  over-emphasized,  since  the  titles  done  are  of  books 
in  demand  by  our  braille  readers,  but  not  obtainable  from  any  other  source.  The 
demand,  for  instance,  for  the  English  version  of  the  Holy  Quran  (Koran)  done  last  year  is 
so  great  that  there  is  a waiting  list,  and  much  interest  in  acquiring  copies  has  been  shown 
overseas.  Another  good  example  is  that  of  Tolkien’s  classic  trilogy  “Lord  of  the  Rings” 
which  was  completed  this  year  in  a total  of  32  volumes  by  Mrs  J.  Reid  and  Mrs  J.  Barrit 
- the  popularity  of  the  “Hobbitts”  and  their  world  has  grown  greater  and  greater  through 
the  years,  but  only  now  have  these  become  accessible  to  our  braille  readers. 

We  regret  that  Mrs  R.  Gee  and  Mrs  R.  Fisher  suffered  severe  illness  this  past  year, 
but  are  pleased  at  the  latest  news  that  they  are  each  making  a good  recovery.  We  are 
happy  to  note  that  Miss  M.W.  McCullough  is  brailling  again. 

Miss  A.  Newby  deserves  a special  word  of  thanks  for  so  kindly  brailling  minutes, 
agenda  and  memoranda  for  one  of  the  Library  Council  Members.  She  also  produces 
the  English  Braille  version  of  this  report,  while  Braille  Services  produce  the  Afrikaans 
version.

INLEIDING 


Vandag  word  dit  as  vanselfsprekend  aanvaar  dat  gesigsgestremde  buigers  dieselfde 
aanspraak  het  op  biblioteekdienste  as  enige  ander  deel  van  die  gemeenskap.  In  Graham- 
stad,  in  1919,  het  mej.  Josie  Wood  so  ’n  diens  begin  vanuit  haar  eie  tuiste  met  100  braille 
boekdele  en  tussen  20  en  30  lesers.  Op  die  fondament  van  haar  toegewyde  dienste  aan 
blindes  vir  meer  as  40  jaar,  het  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Biblioteek  vir  Blindes  ontwikkel  tot 
’n  inrigting  wat  tans  erken  is  as  een  van  Suid-Afrika  se  drie  nasionale  biblioteke. 

Die  gratis  diens  bereik  lesers  dwarsdeur  die  Republiek  per  pos  of  deur  bemiddeling  van 
hulle  plaaslike  openbare  bibhoteke,  en  biblioteke  en  indiwidue  in  die  buurstate  word 
gehelp.  Dit  is  die  nasionale  bibliografiese  en  tussenbiblioteeklenings-sentrum  van  leesstof 
vir  gesigsgestremdes,  en  dikwels  word  die  skakel  met  oorsese  organisasies  vir  blindes 
gebruik  om  lesers  te  help  wat  essensiele  studiemateriaal  benodig. 

Die  titels  van  die  boeke  op  die  rakke  kan  gevind  word  in  enige  goeie  biblioteek  se 
versameling,  maar  die  boeke  self  is  of  geembosseerd  vir  vingerlees  of  op  band  ingeklank 
vir  luister-lees.  Weens  hierdie  gespesialiseerde  media,  is  die  biblioteek  se  uitgawes  aan- 
sienlik  hoer  as  die  van  soortgelyke  bibhoteke  vir  siendes. 

Die  Departement  van  Nasionale  Opvoeding  voorsien  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Biblioteek 
vir  Blindes  van  ’n  toelaag  om  basiese  administratiewe  onkoste  te  dek,  maar  die  biblioteek 
steun  steeds  op  die  milde  bydraes  van  vriende,  op  bemakings,  op  skenkings  van  plaaslike 
owerhede  en  instansies,  en  op  die  welwillendheid  van  vrywillige  diensorganisasies,  om  ’n 
bevredigende  uitbouing  van  die  boekevoorraad  en  ander  dienste  te  handhaaf. 

Die  Raad  en  personeel  glo  dat  al  ons  kragte  ingespan  moet  word  om  aan  gesigsge- 
stremde mense  ’n  doeltreffende  professionele  biblioteekdiens  te  verskaf  wat,  sover  om- 
standighede  dit  toelaat,  sal  gelykstaan  aan  die  diens  wat  vir  siendes  verskaf  word  deur  die 
openbare  bibhoteke.

JAARVERGADERING  1977 


JAARVERSLAG 

1 April  1977-31  Maart  1978 

ALGEMEEN 

Ten  spyte  van  die  finansiele  moeilikhede  wat  algemeen  ondervind  word,  het  die 
Biblioteek  nie  die  jaar  met  ’n  tekort  afgesluit  nie.  Die  Departement  van  Nasionale  Op- 
voeding  is  gedwing  deur  omstandighede  om  die  basiese  toelaag  te  besnoei,  maar  hierdie 
verlies  is  uitgewis  deur  die  groter  vrywillige  bydraes  wat  ontvang  is  by  wyse  van  donasies 
deur  indiwidue  en  verenigings,  toekennings  van  plaaslike  owerhede  en  straatkollektes 
wat  vir  die  Biblioteek  gereel  is  deur  diensorganisasies  wat  belangstel  in  die  welvaart  van 
blindes.  Weereens  is  ’n  baie  waardevolle  bydrae  gelewer  deur  persone  wat  skenkings 
aangestuur  het  ter  nagedagtenis  van  vriende  of  familielede.  Die  bemakings  wat  ontvang 
is,  is  aan  die  noukeurige  sorg  van  die  trustees  van  die  Josie  Wood  Trustfonds  toevertrou, 
sodat  hierdie  diens  aan  blindes  voortdurend  in  die  toekoms  daarby  sal  baat. 

Aldus  is  bevredigende  vordering  moontlik  gemaak.  Meer  as  1700  blinde  lesers  is 
bedien  met  boeke  op  band,  in  braille  en  in  moondruk.  Die  sirkulasie  (d.w.s.  boeke 
uitgereik)  het  vermeerder  en  ’n  redelike  aantal  nuwe  titels  is  tot  die  boekevoorraad 
toegevoeg  deur  aankope,  deur  ons  vrywillige  transkribeerders  en  deur  die  hartelike  same- 
werking  van  die  Skool  vir  Blindes,  Worcester;  Bandhulp  vir  Blindes  en  Brailledienste . Ons 
is  taamlik  trots  op  ons  katalogus  “Brailleboeke  in  Engels”  wat  in  twee  boekdele  gewone 
druk  en  agt  boekdele  braille  uitgegee  is  teen  ’n  koste  van  meer  as  R7000  - die  annotasies 
is  baie  waardevol  vir  die  lesers  om  die  boeke  wat  hulle  graag  wil  lees,  uit  te  kies.  Die 
versoeke  van  studente  ontvang  dringende  aandag,  en  alles  moontlik  word  gedoen  om 
hulle  te  help  of  uit  plaaslike  bronne  of  deur  gebruik  te  maak  van  hulpvaardige  buitelandse 
inrigtings. 

Die  toenemende  belangrikheid  van  internasionale  samewerking  deur  Biblioteekdienste 
vir  Blindes  het  mnr.  F.  K.  Cylke,  hoof  van  die  Afdehng  vir  Blindes  en  Liggaamlik-ge- 
stremdes  van  die  Library  of  Congress,  Washington,  D.C.,  ge-inspireer  om  die  leiding  te  neem. 
Hy  het  IFLA  (die  Internasionale  Federasie  van  Biblioteekverenigings  en  inrigtings)  ge- 
nader  omdat  hierdie  organisasie  besig  was  om  ’n  reuse  kongres  van  bibliotekarisse  te  reel 
in  Brussel  gedurende  die  eerste  week  van  September,  1977.  As  gevolg,  het  IFLA  spesiale 
vergaderings  vir  Biblioteke  vir  Blindes  binne  die  raamwerk  van  die  kongres  gereel,  en 
uitnodigings  om  by  te  woon  is  uitgestuur.  Die  Raad  van  die  S.A.  Biblioteek  vir  Blindes 
het  besluit  om  die  Direkteur  na  hierdie  belangrike  vergadering  te  stuur,  en  die  trustees 
van  die  Josie  Wood  Trustfonds  het  ’n  toekenning  gemaak,  uit  die  rente  op  beleggings,  om 
die  onkoste  te  dek. 

Dit  was  ’n  verrykende  ondervinding  vir  die  direkteur  om  saam  met  ongeveer  2000 
bibliotekarisse  van  alle  werelddele  aan  die  Algemene  vergaderings  deel  te  neem.  By  die 
seksievergaderings  is  breedvoerige  besprekings  gevoer  na  aanleiding  van  die  referate  van 
mnr  Cylke  oor  “Internasionale  Samewerking  deur  Biblioteke  vir  Blindes”  en  ms.  Heleen 
Rosskopf  oor  “Biblioteekdienste  aan  Blinde  Studente”.  Toe  die  toegelate  tyd  vir  hierdie 
seksievergaderings  verloop  het,  is  ’n  tafelronde  gereel  vir  bibliotekarisse  vir  blindes,  met 
mnr.  Cylke  as  saamroeper.  23  afgevaardigdes  van  13  lande  het  deelgeneem  en  die  basiese 
taak  om  die  probleme  te  identifiseer,  is  voltooi.  ’n  Werkgroep  is  in  die  lewe  geroep  om 
ondersoek  in  te  stel  na,  en  verslag  te  doen  oor,  die  volgende  hoofgebiede:  1.  Kopiereg 
2.  Bibliografiese  Kontrole  3.  Pos-en-Doeane-regulasies  4.  Formaat  5.  Biblioteekuit- 
kenning  6.  Internasionale  en  nasionale  skakeling  7.  Navorsing  en  ontwikkeling.  Hier- 
die werksgroep  word  nou  amptelik  erken  deur  IFLA  en  die  grondslag  word  nou  gele  vir 
die  oprigting  van  ’n  stelsel  wat  uiteindelik  van  onskatbare  waarde  sal  wees  vir  blindes, 
veral  studente,  omdat  die  internasionale  uitruilvan  materiaal  tussen  Biblioteke  vir  Blindes, 
baie  vergemaklik  sal  word,  ’n  Lang  pad  le  voor  aangesien  baie  lande,  seifs  onder  die 
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ontwikkeldes,  nog  nie  begin  het  om  die  mees  basiese  benodigheid  te  skep  nie,  naamlik  ’n 
Nasionale  Gesamentlike  Kataiogus  soortgelyk  aan  die  een  wat  die  S.A.  Biblioteek  vir 
Blindes  sedert  1969  aktief  aan  die  opbou  is  met  die  uitstekende  samewerking  van  die 
Worcesterse  Skool  vii  Blindes,  Bandhulp  vir  Blindes  en  Brailledienste.  Die  hoop  vu  die 
toekomstige  uitwissing  van  die  tekortkominge  en  leemtes  in  Biblioteekdienste  aan  blindes 
is  gevestig  op  die  mate  van  samewerking  wat  op  beide  Nasionale  en  Intemasionale  vlakke 
bereik  kan  word. 

Die  Jaarvergadering  het  in  November  1977  plaasgevind  onder  voorsitterskap  van  sy 
ed.  Regter  Kannemeyer,  voorsitter  van  die  Biblioteekraad.  Nadat  verversings  bedien  is 
deur  die  biblioteekpersoneel,  is  die  vergadering  tot  die  orde  geroep.  Die  direkteur  het 
kortliks  verslag  gedoen  oor  die  huidige  toestand  van  die  biblioteek  en  die  gasspreker, 
dr  J.  T.  van  Wyk,  Sekretaris  van  Nasionale  Opvoeding,  het  ’n  baie  interessante  uiteen- 
setting  gelewer  van  die  ontwikkeling  van  dienste  aan  blindes  in  Suid-Afrika  vanaf  die 
begindae  op  Worcester.  Paslik  vir  die  geleentheid,  het  hy  besondere  aandag  gevestig  op 
die  voorsiening  van  leesstof  vir  blindes  en  hy  het  afgesluit  deur  te  verduidelik  wat  in  die 
toekoms  gedoen  moet  word  om  die  huidige  dienste  verder  te  verbeter.  Die  vergadering 
is  gesluit  nadat  mnr  W.  J.  Olckers  die  spreker  bedank  het.  Daardie  aand  het  die  burge- 
meester  van  Grahamstad,  Rl.  G.  van  N.  Fourie,  ’n  onthaal  vir  dr  van  Wyk  gereel.  Dr  van 
Wyk  se  besoek  is  baie  hoog  op  prys  gestel,  te  meer  omdat  dit  sekerlik  nie  vir  horn  maklik 
kon  gewees  het  nie  om  dit  in  te  pas  by  sy  besonder  vol  program.  Hy  het  dit  ook  moontlik 
gemaak  om  ter  plase  die  Biblioteek  se  nypende  tekort  aan  ruimte  te  bespreek. 

Om  doeltreffend  sy  werk  te  kan  doen,  benodig  die  Biblioteek  die  belangstelling,  goeie 
gesindheid  en  samewerking  van  baie  mense.  Die  hoflikheid  en  hulpvaardigheid  van  die 
amptenare  van  die  Poswese  en  van  die  Departement  van  Nasionale  Opvoeding  word  hoog 
waardeer. 

Dankbare  erkenning  word  gedoen  aan  Standard  Bank,  Barclays  Bank,  E.  P.  Bouge- 
nootskap,  Grahamstad  Bouvereniging,  Grocott’s,  die  Skool  vir  Blindes,  Worcester,  Braille- 
dienste, Bandhulp  vir  Blindes,  British  Talking  Book  Services,  die  Royal  National  Institute 
for  the  Blind,  die  Jewish  Braille  Institute  van  Ameiika,  Recordings  for  the  Blind,  Amster- 
dam Blindenbiblioteek,  Deutsche  Blindenbucherei  en  die  Perkins  Skool  vir  Blindes, 
Boston.  Baie  hulp  met  die  inly  wing  van  nuwe  lede  en  die  hantering  van  probleme  op 
plaaslike  vlak  word  ontvang  van  Openbare  Biblioteke , die  S.  A.  Nasionale  Raad  vir  Blindes 
en  ’n  menigte  van  sy  ge-affilieerde  liggame,  St.  Dunstan’s,  die  Voorsitter  en  die  Sekre- 
taresse  van  die  Kaapstadse  Lighthouse  Club,  verskeie  Verenigings  vir  Blindes  en  mnr  en 
mev  C.  Porter  van  Pietermaritzburg.  Rhodes  Universiteitsbiblioteek,  die  Staatsbiblioteek 
en  die  Grahamstadse  Openbare  en  Streeksbiblioteke  is  almal  besonder  hulpvaardig. 

PERSONEELNUUS 

Mej  D.  J.  Basson,  in  bevel  van  die  Transkripsie  Afdeling  sedert  Maart  1974,  het  in 
November  1977  ’n  pos  in  Port  Elizabeth  aanvaar.  Mev  L.  P.  Wilmot  is  oorgeplaas  na 
hierdie  afdeling,  maar  behou  nog  sommige  van  haar  pligte  in  die  Bibliografiese  Afdeling. 
Mev  J.  Bunyard  is  aangestel  as  voltydse  bibliotekaresse  in  die  pos  wat  aldus  vakant  ge- 
raak  het.  Mev  L.  Taljaard  het  vertrek  aan  die  einde  van  1977  aangesien  haar  eggenoot  ’n 
onderwyspos  elders  aanvaar  het.  Mev  M.  Killian  is  in  haar  plek  aangestel.  Ons  wil  ons 
dank  betuig  aan  die  dames  wat  ons  verlaat  het  vir  die  pligsgetroue  en  bekwame  wyse 
waarop  hulle  diens  gelewer  het  aan  die  inrigting. 

Met  genoee  kondig  ons  aan  dat  mev  D.  Levey , wat  gedwing  was  om  sewe  weke  siekte- 
verlof  te  neem,  tans  terug  is  aan  die  hoof  van  die  Bandafdeling.  Sy  het  besonder  goed 
herstel  en  is  weereens  haar  opgeruimde,  hoflike,  bekwame  self. 
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BANDAFDELING 


Hierdie  afdeling  toon  steeds  bestendige  vooruitgang.  Die  getal  lesers  bedien,  die 
sirkulasie  en  die  getal  boektitels  op  band  wat  in  voorraad  is,  het  almal  vermeerder.  Ons 
is  besonder  bly  dat  die  aantal  bandboeke  in  Afrikaans  ’n  bevredigende  groeitempo  hand- 
haaf,  danksy  die  samewerking  van  die  Worcesterse  Skool  vir  Blindes  en  Bandhulp  vir 
Blindes.  Hierdie  twee  instansies  het  ook  gehelp  deur  sommige  verlangde  titels  in  Engels, 
wat  nie  vanaf  British  Talking  Book  Services  verkrygbaar  was  nie,  aan  ons  beskikbaar  te 
stel. 

Dit  is  aangenaam  om  te  kan  rapporteer  dat,  ten  spyte  van  die  aanwas  in  leserstal,  die 
voorraad  Merk  IV  leesmasjiene  voldoende  is  om  daardie  ou  euwel,  “die  waglys”,  uit  te 
skakel.  Daar  kan  sonder  versuim  voorsien  word  aan  die  behoeftes  van  alle  nuwe  aan- 
soekers.  Die  vriende  wat  leesmasjiene  geskenk  het  of  spesiale  bydraes  gemaak  het  vir 
die  aankoop  daarvan,  het  veel  gedoen  om  hierdie  gelukkige  toestand  te  skep.  Die  Victoria 
League  (Rondebosch-tak)  verdien  spesifieke  vermelding.  ’n  Aantal  jare  gelede  het  hulle  ’n 
projek  geloots  om  100  leesmasjiene  aan  die  Biblioteek  te  voorsien,  en  vroeg  in  Maart  1978 
het  hulle  die  doelwit  wat  in  die  begin  amper  onmoontlik  gelyk  het,  bereik.  Hulle  beplan 
’n  geselligheid  in  Meimaand  om  die  geleentheid  te  vier  en  Prof.  Resting,  lid  van  die  Raad, 
sal  hopelik  namens  die  Biblioteek  kan  bywoon.  Net  voor  ter  perse  gegaan  is,  het  ons  ’n 
verdere  bydrae  ontvang,  in  die  sekretaresse  se  woorde:  “om  ons  tweede  honderd  mee  te 
begin”.  Die  Lions  Klub  van  Milnerton  het  ook  vanjaar  ’n  waardevolle  bydrae  gelewer. 

Deur  bemiddeling  van  die  betrokke  arbeidsterapeut,  voorsien  die  Biblioteek,  vir  baie 
jare  al,  brailleboeke  aan  blinde  pasiente  by  Baragwanath  Hospitaal,  maar  die  algemene 
toestand  betreffende  gesigsgestremde  hospitaal  pasiente  is  lank  reeds  sorgwekkend. 

Boeke  op  band  kan  baie  bydra  tot  verligting  van  hierdie  mense  se  lot,  maar  die  inge- 
wikkeldhede  van  hospitale  se  organisasie  en  die  swaar  werkslas  wat  hospitaalpersoneel 
moet  dra,  veroorsaak  dat  ’n  derde  party  noodwendig  die  hantering  van  die  bandboeke 
moet  ondemeem.  By  enkele  gevalle,  is  persoonlike  vriende  of  familielede  in  staat  om  te 
help.  In  die  afgelope  jaar  is  ’n  gaatjie  in  die  dyk  gemaak  op  inisiatief  van  die  Stads- 
bibliotekaresse  van  Oos-Londen.  Met  ’n  klein  voorraad  leesmasjiene,  oorfone  (absoluut 
noodsaaklik)  en  kasette  van  hierdie  Biblioteek,  het  die  “T uisdiens”  van  die  Oos-Londense 
Stadsbiblioteek  aan  27  gesigsgestremde  pasiente  bandboeke  gelewer  tydens  hul  verblyf  in 
die  Frere  Hospitaal.  Ons  was  ook  bly  dat  ons  ’n  pasient  by  die  Militere  Hospitaal,  Voor- 
trekkerhoogte,  kon  help  deur  bemiddeling  van  die  arbeidsterapeut  aldaar. 

In  die  onderstaande  statistiek  is  die  “spesiale”  of  “Studente-bande”  weggelaat  omdat 
hierdie  items  nie  in  algemene  sirkulasie  geplaas  kan  word  nie.  Dit  is  enkelkopiee  en  die 
kwaliteit  kan  nie  gewaarborg  word  nie,  hoewel  dit  baie  nuttig  is  vir  studente  en  ander 
lesers  wat  soek  na  spesifieke  inligting.  Hierdie  titels  is  aangeskaf  op  versoek  en  word 
dan  beskikbaar  gehou  vir  verdere  versoeke  wat  mag  opduik.

Die  bostaande  syfers  toon  dat  elke  kaset  gemiddeld  3 keer  per  jaar  uitgestuur  word 
(gewildes  meer  dikwels,  minder  gewildes  minder  dikwels).  Aangesien  sommige  titels 
amper  10  jaar  lank  in  sirkulasie  is,  moet  baie  herkopieering  deur  die  Tegniese  Afdeling 
ondemeem  word,  bo  en  benewens  die  normale  nagaan  en  versiening  wat  beide  lees- 
masjiene en  kasette  benodig. 
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Daarom  is  die  Biblioteek  besonder  dankbaar  aan  mnr  C.  Oosterberg  van  Kaapstad, 
mnr  Tony  Cass  van  Oos-Londen  en  mnr  G.  Levey  van  Pretoria  wat  vrywillig  herstelwerk 
vir  plaaslike  lesers  onderneem  het,  nadat  hulle  die  tegniese  besonderhede  van  die  spesiale 
masjiene  wat  gebruik  word,  instudeer  het.  Hulle  help  deurdat  hulle  nie  net  die  druk  op 
die  Tegniese  Afdeling  verlig  nie,  maar  ook  die  wagperiode  vir  lesers  wie  se  masjiene  on- 
klaar  geraak  het,  verkort.  Alhoewel  elke  masjien  wat  deur  die  Biblioteek  ontvang  word 
onmiddellike  aandag  geniet,  is  dit  tog  so  dat  posversending  tyd  in  beslag  neem. 

BRAILLE  EN  MOONAFDELING 

Vir  die  derde  opeenvolgende  jaar  het  die  getal  lesers  bedien  met  brailleboeke,  ver- 
meerder.  Die  merkwaardige  aanwas  in  die  getal  Bantoelesers  het  onverpoos  voortgeduur. 
Dit  is  duidelik  dat  die  verskeie  skole  vir  Bantoe-blindes  hiervoor  verantwoordelik  is. 

Baie  van  hierdie  inrigtings  behou  kontak  met  hulle  oud-leerlinge  om  hulle  aan  te 
moedig  om  te  lees  en  om  hulself  verder  op  te  voed  volgens  die  neergelegde  riglyne.  Die 
Biblioteek  gaan  voort  om  Rhodesieers,  van  alle  rasse,  met  brailleboeke  te  bedien,  asook 
St.  Joseph’s  School,  Swaziland,  en  die  Botswana  Rehabilitasie  Sentrum.  Pasiente  by 
Baragwanath  Hospitaal  gaan  voort  om  voordele  te  geniet  deur  bemiddeling  van  die 
Arbeidsterapie-departement  aldaar,  wat  deur  die  Biblioteek  bedien  word  op  die  “blok- 
leen”  stelsel. 

Dit  sal  opgelet  word  dat  ietwat  minder  nuwe  boeke  as  verlede  jaar,  aangeskaf  is.  Die 
uitskakeling  van  die  gereelde  posbootdiens  na  Engeland  is  grootliks  hiervoor  verant- 
woordelik want  gewone  pos  aflewerings  het  nou  baie  stadig  en  ongereeld  geword.  Talle 
boeke,  wat  bestel  is,  is  nie  binne  die  finansiele  jaar  afgelewer  nie.  Die  gebrek  aan  ruimte 
het  ’n  baie  fyner  deurkam  van  die  versameling  afgedwing  met  die  gevolg  dat  690  boekdele 
van  die  rakke  verwyder  is.  Hierdie  boekdele  is  verslete  kopiee  of  3de  en  4de  kopiee  van 
boeke  wat  nie  meer  op  so  ’n  skaal  benodig  word  nie  - die  bruikbare  boeke  onder  laasge- 
noemde  is  aan  verskeie  skole  aangebied  op  die  basis  “eerste  gevra,  eerste  bedien”,  en  die 
reaksie  was  goed.  ’n  Hele  aantal  is  opsygesit  om  weer  brailleer  te  word  wanneer  en  soos 
die  geleentheid  horn  voordoen. 

Hierdie  faktore  tesame  het  veroorsaak  dat  die  boekevoorraad  se  styging  onder  die 
gemiddelde  was  vergeleke  met  die  totaal  op  31.  3.  77,  maar  as  geheel  is  die  versameling 
meer  modem.  In  die  komende  jaar  behoort  die  aanwas  van  die  versameling  weer  normaal 
te  wees,  alhoewel  die  ruimte  vir  meer  rakke  ’n  daadwerklike  probleem  is.

Die  Sirkulasie  van  brailleboeke  het  vermeerder  in  verhouding  tot  die  vermeerdering  in  die 
getal  lesers,  maar  die  getal  brailletydskrifte  wat  uitgestuur  is,  het  meer  as  verdubbel.  Dit 
is  gedeeltelik  toe  te  skryf  aan  die  lys,  “Tydskrifte  beskikbaar  in  braille”,  wat  verlede 
jaar  voorberei  is.  Baie  lesers  het  toe  vir  die  eerste  keer  bewus  geword  van  die  wye  reeks 
tydskrifte  wat  by  die  Biblioteek  beskikbaar  is,  en  het  dadelik  daarvan  begin  gebruik  maak. 
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Die  totale  aantal  Moonlesers  het  verminder.  Aangesien  die  Dorothy  Duncan  Rehabili- 
tasie-sentrum  te  Salisbury  ’n  eie  Moonbiblioteek  gestig  het,  het  Rhodesiese  lesers  dit 
natuuriik  meer  gerieflik  en  vinniger  gevind  om  ter  plase  bedien  te  word.  Alhoewel  daar 
tans  ’n  aantal  leerlinge  is,  is  daar  ’n  tekort  aan  mense  wat  bereid  is  om  gesigsgestremde 
vriende  te  help  om,  deur  middel  van  lesse  wat  deur  die  Biblioteek  voorsien  word,  hierdie 
nuttige  aanvullende  leesmedium  aan  te  leer.  Verlies  van  die  gehoor  is  nie  ’n  seldsame 
verskynsel  met  die  koms  van  die  jare  nie,  en  elke  jaar  is  daar  ’n  paar  van  ons  gesigsge- 
stremde vriende  wat  gedwing  word  om  hoor-lees  deur  middel  van  klankbande,  te  laat 
vaar.  Dit  is  in  sulke  gevalle  waar  Moonskrif  die  persone  kan  help  wat  nie  oor  die  nodige 
sensitiwiteit  van  gevoel  beskik  om  braille  te  lees  nie.  Dit  is  natuuriik  baie  wenslik  om 
’n  “voel-lees”  bekwaamheid  aan  te  leer  voordat  enige  agteruitgang  van  die  gehoorsintuig 
kan  begin  ontwikkel. 


BIBLIOGRAFIESE  AFDELING 

Nadat  die  Flexowriter  goeie  diens  gelewer  het  vanaf  1969,  het  dit  begin  onklaar  raak. 
Die  vervaardigers  kon  nie  verder  onderdele  of  diens  verskaf  nie,  en  die  Biblioteek  is  dus 
gedwing  om  of  ’n  nuwe  woordbewerkingsmasjien  aan  te  koop  of  om  ’n  hernude  agter- 
stand  in  die  katalogiserings-prosesse  te  laat  ontstaan.  Die  Ohvetti  TES  waarop  besluit  is, 
is  stiller,  vinniger  en  ruimtebesparend,  aangesien  dit  gebruik  maak  van  ’n  plategeheue  in 
plaas  van  geponsde  band. 

Deel  II  (Fiksie)  van  die  katalogus  van  Brailleboeke  in  Engels  is  voltooi  tot  Mei  1977 
sodat  beide  dele  van  die  volledige  katalogus  gedruk  kon  word  in  swartdruk  en  braille  vir 
versending  aan  ons  lesers.  Die  groter  gerief  waarmee  boeke  nou  gekies  kan  word,  word 
baie  waardeer  deur  die  lesers.  ’n  Aanwinslys  tot  Augustus  1977  is  uitgestuur  as  byvoegsel 
tot  hierdie  katalogus.  Ander  werk  wat  in  die  jaar  voltooi  is,  sluit  in  nuwe  aanwinslyste : 
brailleboeke  in  Afrikaans  tot  Oktober  1977 ;Mark  IV  kasette  in  Engels  tot  Februarie  1978; 
Mark  IV  kasette  in  Afrikaans  tot  Maart  1978;  Moonboeke  graad  I en  graad  II  tot 
Februarie  1978.  Voorraadopnames  is  ook  voltooi  van  Afrikaanse  graad  II  brailleboeke, 
Engelse  graad  I brailleboeke  en  alle  Merk  IV  kasette. 

Omdat  die  personeel  die  moeilikhede  van  blinde  studente  besef,  word  besonderse 
pogings  aangewend  om  materiaal  wat  deur  hulle  versoek  word,  te  vind.  Die  katalogi 
van  die  buitelandse  biblioteke  vir  blindes  waarmee  die  Biblioteek  skakel,  is  baie  nuttig 
vir  hierdie  soektogte  en  die  hulp  wat  ons  van  hierdie  instansies  ontvang,  by  wyse  van 
lenings  of  andersins,  word  hoog  op  prys  gestel.  Spesifieke  melding  word  gemaak  van  die 
voortdurende  hulpvaardigheid  en  hoflikheid  wat  ondervind  word  vanaf  Students’  Library 
(Braille)  en  Students’  Tape  Library  van  die  R.N.I.B.;  die  National  Library  for  the  Blind 
London;  die  Afdeling  vir  Blindes  en  Liggaamlik-Gestremdes  van  die  Library  of  Congress, 
Washington,  D.C.  en  die  Jewish  Braille  Institute  of  America. 

’n  Essensiele  werktuig  vir  die  opspoor  van  materiaal  binne  Suid-Afrika,  is  die  Nasionale 
Gesamentlike  Katalogus  wat  die  Biblioteek  opbou  met  die  vrywillige  samewerking  van  die 
Skool  vir  Blindes,  Worcester;  Bandhulp  vir  Blindes,  Durban,  en  Brailledienste,  Johannes- 
burg. Omdat  die  personeel  van  laasgenoemde  onder  geweldige  druk  geplaas  is  met  pro- 
duksiewerk,  kon  geen  tyd  gevind  word  om  inligtingskaarte  oor  ou  titels  waarvan  meesters 
bestaan,  voor  te  berei  nie.  Daarom  het  een  van  ons  bibliotekaresse,  Mev  T.  Davies,  ’n  baie 
besige  week  daar  deurgebring  om  hierdie  inligting  op  te  neem.  Ons  Gesamentlike  Kata- 
logus is  eiesoortig  in  die  opsig  dat  dit  inligting  bevat  nie  net  oor  bestaande  eksemplare  wat 
op  die  rakke  van  inrigtings  in  Suid-Afrika  staan  nie,  maar  ook  oor  braille  en  bandmeesters 
waarvan  kopiee  redelik  vinnig  en  goedkoop  gemaak  kan  word.  Die  hele  kaartkatalogus 
bevat  tans  inligting  oor  meer  as  20  000  items  leesstof  vir  blindes. 

In  die  loop  van  die  jaar,  het  die  Universiteit  van  Suid-Afrika  ’n  groot  getal  klankbande 
(meesters)  wat  hulle  nie  langer  benodig  het  nie,  aan  die  Biblioteek  geskenk  omdat  dit  van 
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nut  kon  wees  vir  studente.  Drie  van  hierdie  titels  is  dringend  benodig  en  Merk  IV  kopiee 
daarvan  is  uitgestuur  Die  opsporing  van  die  nodige  bibliografiese  besonderhede  van  die 
mTTs  100  betrokke  titels  het  reeds  begin.  Dit  sal  dan  ingesluit  word  by  *n  katalogus 
van  “soesiale”  bandboeke  vir  die  gebruik  van  studente,  voornemende  studente ; en  enige 
ander  leser  op  soek  na  gespesialiseerde  leesstof.  Hierdie  bande  sal  me,  soos  met  die  braille 
studieboeke  gedoen  word,  in  die  algemene  katalogi  ingesluit  word  me  aangesien  dit  rue 
geS  is  vir  algemene  sirkulasie  nie,  omdat  dit  meestal  “een-van”  produks.es  is  deur 
vrywilligers  wat  in  ongekontroleerde  toestande  werk. 


BRAILLE  TRANSKRIPSIE  AFDELING 

Ons  is  trots  om  aan  te  kondig  dat  ons  vrywillige  span  werkers  weereem’n  nuwe 
rekord  opgestel  het  met  die  voltooiing  van  228  volumes.  Die  proeflesers  (Mew  U.  Br  , 
A Manton,  J.  Wahl,  C.  Davison,  J.  Reid,  J.  Jaques)  was  onder  groot  druk  om  by  te  hou, 
en  toe  mev’  Bruce  ’n  paar  maande  lank  oorsee  was,  het  meyv  B.  Fish  en  S.  Dent  na  vore 
gekom  om  te  help  ten  spyte  van  hulle  braille-onderng  verpligtinge . As  in  gedagte  gehou 
word  dat  die  meeste  van  hierdie  dames  ook  transkripsie-werk  doen,  kan  besef  word  hoe 
vol  hulle  rooster  is. 

Die  waarde  van  hierdie  werk  kan  nie  oorbeklemtoon  word  nie,  want  die  titels  wat 
eenroduseer  word  is  die  van  boeke  wat  ons  braille -lesers  graag  wil  he,  maar  wat  onver- 
krygbaar  is  vanaf  enige  ander  bron.  Die  aanvraag,  byvoorbeeld,  vir  die  Engelse  weergawe 
van  die  Quran  (Koran)  wat  verlede  jaar  getranskibeer  is,  is  so  groot  dat  daar  n waglys  is, 
en  baie  belangstelling  in  die  verkryging  van  kopiee  is  in  die  buiteland  getoon.  n Ander 
goeie  voorbeeld  is  Tolkien  se  klassieke  trilogie  “Lord  of  the  Rings  wat  vanjaar  m 32 
boekdele  voltooi  is  deur  mew  J.  Reid  en  J.  Barritt.  Die  gewildheid  van  die  Hobbits 
en  hulle  we'reld  het  met  die  jare  al  groter  geword,  maar  ons  braille-lesers  moes  wag  tot 
nou  om  toegang  tot  hulle  te  verkry . 

Ons  is  spyt  dat  mev  R.  Gee  en  mev  R.  Fisher  vanjaar  emstige  siekte  gehad  het,  maar  is 
bly  oor  die  jongste  nuus  dat  albei  goed  herstel.  Ons  is  ook  bly  om  te  let  dat  mej  M.
